The British Advaneing by Forced Marches 
on (‘airo—Military Chiefs Surren- 
dering—Cairo Declares for the 
Khedive—Kafr-el-Dwar to 
be Given Up—Com- 
plete Success of 
the English. 


LONDON, September 14. — Dispatches 
nave been received at the War Office from 
Maj. Gen. McPherson, who made a forced 
march after the capture of Tel El Kebir and 
occupied Zagazig at 4:14 p. m. yesterday at - 
ternoon. He eaptured five railroad trains 
with their locomotives. The Governor has 
surrendered. 

A PFLAG OF TRUCE. 

ALEXANDRIA, September 14. — Toulba 
Pasha has sent a flag of truce, offering to sur- 
render. Gen. Wood telegraphed Gen. Wo'se- 
ley for instructions. A deputation from Cairo 
is at Kafr El Dwar waiting to come in. The 
enemy have opened the canal, and water is 
coming down rapidly. Orders have been is- 
sued that the dyke at Meks into Lake Marec- 
tis be closed. 

WISH TO SURRENDER. 

LONDON, September 14—Gen. Wood tele- 
graphs the War Office from Alexandria to-day 
as follows: An officer from Kafr el Dwar 
has brought a letter saying all the military 
chiefs wish to submit to the Khedive. They 
have given orders to open the cana! dam and 
ask me to reopen the telegraph. They state 
the army has stopped all hostilities.” 

THE CONDITIONS. 

ALEXANDRIA, September 14.—The condai- 
tions of surrender are not yet known. The 
general opinion here is that the natives will 
deliver up Arabi Pasha to the British. Brit- 
ish troops have been ordered to hold them- 
eeives in readiness to take possession of Kafr 
el Dwar.

ST. PETERSBURG, September 14.—In a 
council of Ministers on Saturday it was finally 
decided that the coronation of the Czarsnould 
be put off until next year. This grave de- 
cision was arrived atin consequence of nu- 
merous revolutionary indica ions discovered 
by the Moscow police as the preparations pro- 
gressed. The Empress wished the ceremony to 
take place on the 17th of September, the Rus- 
sian 29th, the anniversary of her arriva, 
in Russia. The Council of Ministers has de- 
cided to adopt this date provided General 
Dolgourouki, Governor-General of Moscow, 
was favorable to it. It was information fur- 
nished by the latter on his arrival here which 
determined the postponement. The decision 
disconcerts every one, as it will 
furnish aliment to the party 
of the Grand Duke Constantine, which 
based its hopes on the theory that the Rus- 
sian sovereign is not really emperor until 
he is crowned and the people should depose 
the Prince who refuses to submit to the cere 
mony. It was resolved in the same council that 
to mitigate any evil effect that might arise 
from this decision, their Majesties gwould 
soon pay & Visit t0-dboscow,

College in 1823, studied in Germany and in 
in 1828 became regius professor of Hebrew 
at Oxford, a post he has held ever since. [is 
celebrated contributions to the Tracts of the 
Times in 1835 and the following years gave 
the Tractarixn movement the name of Pusey- 
ism. In 1843 be was su-pended for three 
years for defending the Catholic doctrine of 
the “real presence“ in thesacrameot oi the 
Lord’s supper.

The Prohibition Movement —Cost of the 
Star Route Trials—Immigration.

WASHINGTON, September 14.—The reports 
recently telegraphed from Yokohama re- 
garding the lack of provision for prover 
manner of life for American representatives 
in that city and country calls attention to the 
rapid developments of that country in poin 
of intelligence and higher civilization within 
the past few years. There is no doubt that 
the intelligence and general condition of the 
people of that country warrant an advance- 
ment in the grade ofthe consular and diplo- 
matic officerssent there, or, at least, in the 
pty granted them. Facts in possession of 
the State Department show a 
wonderful growth in the echools 
and educational advantages’ of that 
country. Under the restored Mikado the 
growth ofthe schools has been marvelous. 
Under the firm government which preceded 
the present the schools were private, yet even 
then more than half the population could 
read and write. Ten years ugo, however, 
schools were instituted, which patterned 
largely after those of this country, and now 
more thantwo million children and youth- 
attend the public schools and are taught by 
75,000 ‘eachers. There are high -cbools and 
universities, the latter with departments of 
law and philosophy and the former with 
grades of studies ofa very satisfactory cla-s. 
There are alsoga number of normal schools 
and a military and 4 naval 
school. The schools are managed on 


p inciples similar to those of our own, using 
books, desks. blxckboards, maps, objects, 
eic.,e c., and are verv successful. Beside 
the schools there are over 100 daily pavers 
and many other means of distributing in- 
formation, and the spread of intelligence i- 
quite marvelous to those not familiar wih 
‘he developments of the past four years. I 
is no improbabie that these facts mav be 
urged upon Congress at its next meeting,and 
the grade of American representation there 
raised sufficiently to make tt conform to the 
surroundings. The fact that the representa- 
‘ives of tbe zreatest country in the worid are 
obliged to occupy portions of prisen build- 
ings in Yokohama causes a general feeling of 
urprise and chagrin, especially when it is 
remembered that the Japanesse L gition 
berei- one of the handsome resideuces of 
Washingten, 
THE PROTECTION MOVEMENT. 

Reports from ali directious show that the 
temperance movement is as-uming remarka- 
ble proportions and taking very prominent 
position in reiation to the polities of the day. 
Reports received from Indiana shu that 1 
is almost sure of being placed before the peo- 
ple of that State in the way of a constitutiona! 
amendment before another year has passed. 
The indications are, too, that iv will carry. 
li is generaliy supposed that he foreign ele- 
ment of the population will voe agaifist pro 
hibition, and that tbe less foreign elemeut 
the State has the more Akely it will be to 
carry. With this view it may be set down as 
pretty likely that Indiana will vote pro- 
hibition, as out of 487,000 votes but 75,000 
are of foreign birtb, or about 
15 per cent, while in [owa, where 
Prohibition was carried by 30,000 major tv, 
there are 126.000 foreign votes out of 313,000, 
or over 35 ver cent. Indiana, however, i 
not the only State indicating the troubling of 
the waters in this regard. Preliminary «teps 
are being taken in New York and the Legis- 
lature will, it is expected, be asked at the 
coming session to submit the question to tne 
voters of the State. New York bas 1,388,000 
voters, of which 536,000, or abou: 40 pes 
cent., are foreigrers. Information fr in the 
Iowa Probibitiouists is to the effect that the 
brewers and others are preparing to test the 
jaw fully, claiming technecalities against it. 
They are not likely to succeed, however, for 
should toey do so temporarily, it would be 
but a few months until it could and would be 
again passed. 

* COST OF THE STAR ROUTE TRIALS.

S:ock- 
raising is receiving much attention from those 
who come with a sufficient quantity of funds, 
and they all hurry out of the Atlantic cities 
fast enough and hasten to the broad prairies 
of the Northwest, where farms still await 
them for the ask.ng.

This 
is On the same plan as peonage in Mexico and 
in the United States of America, the free na- 
tion that abjures slavery. In Chihuahua 
there numerous slaves, or peons— Mexicans, 
sho are slaves for debt, many of them work- 
tug for Americans. Mo-t of the menial work 
is done by peons, who go in debt for food or 
appare!, and are ovligedto work for their 
masters or creditors uutit the latter shall 
consider they have paid the debt. Oftentimes 
it takes a lifetime.

How the Big Commission Travels and 
Toils tur Pastime 


Chicago Cor. New York Sun. 


Two bright, nes Pullman cars rolled into 
the Illinois Central Depot this morning. They

of President Hayes, of the Tariff Commission, 
and several f bis associates.

Break- 
fast was eaten in the ho el car, which is a 
part of the commis-ion’s traveling pira- 

hernalia. The Government pays fo“ the car. 
t is a fine one. The Gvernment also 
pays for the meals that are eaten on the car. 
bese are, therefore, as good ax Steward 
Mann can make them. The Goverment pays 
fur the champagne which lies cooling in the 
gar refrigerator, and Mr. Mann says that he 
brand represents ao honest article. Afrer 
the commission had fiaisbed breakfast they 
were given choice Reina cigars. The com- 
mission jested as they smokei. They tried to 
figure whether the Government was in 
pocket on the eigars or not. Tae Govern 
meat charged a duty on the cigars, one of the 
Commissio ers suggested, but the Govern 
ment also bought, the cigars at ma: ket rates, 
thus paying back the duty. It was decided 
that, however the Government. stood, the 
Commissiouers were in pocket by reason of 
the generosity of the Government in furnish- 
ing cigars. 

As ihe smoky streets and dilapidated pave- 
ments of Chicago were reached the Commis- 
sioners became stern and divnified. They 
expected that certain city ffic als would be 
ai the depot to receive them. Negotiati ins 
to that effect had been entered into, bu: there 
was asiiv up somewhere. No city « flicers 
met the Commissiovers, aud President Ha), es? 
face becume even more iugubrious than it 
was when he peered from the car window, 
and Sec etar) Porter, who is an old Caicago 
newspaper reporter, was surprised a! 
the neglect. Tbe commis-ion was 
driven to the Pacific, aud the clerk of 
the hotel, suppo‘ing tha: the commis- 
sion “as atheatrical company, smilingly in- 
formed them that he advance agent had se- 
cured rooms, aud that he wanted to kuow the 
press agent’s name. A 10 o'clock the cor- 
ridors of the Pacific were placarded with the 
announcement that the Tariff Commis-ion 
would meet at 10:30 a m., FI. Che clerk «as 
subsequently inf med that the placard wa- 
misleading It should not reka $1, but room 
N.. 1. Tue corree ion was made, A 11°30 
no ody had called on the Com niss lo, a d Ar 
Hayes seemed sad aod Mr. Porter sighed as 
he suid that the people did not seem iv kuow 
what the Tariff Commission was, orto care if 
ihev did. 

The experience of the commission t- day 
is only itiustrative of Whatit has met since 1. 
started on its ju keting trip. Tne members 
admit tha: its mi ion is a dismal failure—a!- 
mostafarce. They Cannot get business men 
to call on them. They have pulied wires fer 
public receptions and for big meeting with 
abjeci failure. hey are traveling at Gvvern- 
men expense of $500 a das, and they have 
uot yet learned a single im ortant fac: or 
obtained a singié Meaty suggestion. Smeof 
‘he members are very mad. nev threaten to 
make up a report which wil! bear heavily on 
the protec:ionists,uniess these men g ve them 
enough morai support to save he com- 
mission from perfect ridicule, They 
have pulled some wires here tv securea de- 
monstration. The following letter,addressed 
to an influential public man hh re, was 
read by him ast night. It mide him smile, 
aud he was careiess wiib it. It was written 
by one of the younger members of the em 
Mission at Cincinna i, and it tells the wh ile 
siory of the commission more plainiy than 
he would tell it pubiiclv: 

. CINCUNNATI, Sept. 5, 1882. 

MY DEAR SIR: I am going to wilte you 
some plan ottom facts avout the commis- 
sion. The real fact is the manufacturers 
themselves take no interest in nu. They seem 
to think tbat the e mmission was formed for 
them, and will take cure of them anrhow, 
and, as you and I have experienced in other 
matters. they now simply lay back, and ex- 
pect tha: the commission is to fignt their bat- 
tles for them. They dun’teven iead us the 
usual supp rt of their presencein the meet- 
ings in the cities which wevisit. They may 
think that this course will pay, but they wil 
fad ou, perbaps when it is too late, 
that they have been mistaken, 
for such treatment will guy tend 
to make tbose members of the commission 
who are not interested in any shape or form 
whatever in industrial enterprises of any 
kind utterlyind ff-rent,and a minority report 
sill by no Means under such treatment be an 
impossibility. The Rochester meeting was a 
farce. At Buffalo, Detroit and Cleveland a 
few appeared, and some important matters 
were presented. The Indianapolis meeting 
was ona par, if not worse thao that at R 
chester, and bere to-day, in one of the grea! 
industrial centers, we have onty had a couple 
of men presenting their vies in regard to 
pottery andacupe ou sheet tron. I have 
done all that a human being could do to 
prevent the commission becoming the 
laughing stock of the country, 
aided by Mr. Postgate, who, you know, is 
with me. We nave seen every newspaper 
man, and giventhem ihe best pha-e of fhe 
work in progress, butitis hardly possible to 
keep up this farce throught the country. I 
d most heartily and earnestly hope that the 
Chicago meeting will be au exception, and I 
ask you in all earnestness to lose no time in 
seeing the manufacturers and securing for 
us an invitation from the Board of Trade for 
a reception, for the sake of the cause we rep- 
resent. Beg these men4hat are interested to 
lend us at least the moral support of thei 
faces and presence at our meeting. Thefree 
trade papers will watch the Chicago meeting 
closely. Ifitisafaliureit will bea Witer- 
loo for the protectionists.

A Hardship of Marriage. 

Col. T. W. Higzinson in the Woman’s Journal. 

We are consianily tod tbat the life-work 
of a wife is as arduous and as absorbing as 
that of her husband. We are told that if she 
does her duty to her fumiiy she can have no 
time to study metaphysics or to put a slip of 
paver into a ball t-box. I think it was the 
conservative De. Edward H. Clarke who de- 
clared that the duties of the mother ofa 
family required as much toil of brain and 
body as those of the captain of a ship. Grant 
ityall; grant that she works as hard as her 
husband does. If so, the inference is ir- 
resistible that she earns her share of the 
family income. The fact that he receives the 
money and pays the bills makes bim the 
treasurer of the famiiy, that is all; and he 
has po more right than any other treasurer 
to take airs upon bimself and talk nonsense. 
When be pays out money to her, it is not as 
u gift Dut as earnings. 

In many cases the money all came as her 
dowry to begin with. In manv other cases 
she does her full share in the direct earnings 
of the income. As a rule, I am told, ac- 
tresses and women Who sing in public sur- 
port their families, including their husbands. 
In our New E gland farming regi ns the 
wife’s work is not only as hard as the hus- 
band’s, but a considerable share of the di- 
rect money-getting comes upon her. For 
farming in ew Eogiand, while vielding a 
comfortable support, yields but little ia tbe 
form of mone); and in Many Cases the great- 
er part of the actual cash receipts during the 
summer months comes through the energy of 
the wife in taking city boarders. In 
a farmhouse near my summer 
abode a cook is bired at four dol- 
lars a week, while the boarding season lasts, 
and a second girl’’ at three dollars anda 
half. In another farmhouse near by, the 
young wife of the farmer does all this work 
nerself, ith the assistance of alittle girl of 
twelve; and she does it as vel] and fo nearly 
as man boarders. Considering merely the 
wages she saves, her work is worth neariv a 
a dollar a day; and considering the profits

All the power that a State has over a coun- 
ty the United States has over a Territory. 
Polygamy can not maintain itself in any 
State, and can not defy United States law in 
apy Territory, if the will to abolish 
it really exists at Washington. “As the 
Post-DispatcnH has frequently said be- 
fore, there is no middle- ground available 
in this matter. We must either patiently

„Their Hard Earnings,

And Lay Foundations for Lives of Crime 
—The Game Investigated—The 
Players. 


The easily-recognized rattle of chips heard 
nightly in the vicinity of Eleventh and Olive 
streets a few evenings ago led a PoOsT-DIS 
PATCH reporter to an investigation which dis- 
covered a game that deserves the immediate 
attention of.the police. Standing on Olive 
street near Eieventh, évery now 
and then the announcement will 
reach the listener’s ear, Two harder,“ 
followed by the rattling of chips and then 
usually an Oath. About fifty feet south of 


ivo street, on the east side of Eleventh, the 
door leading to the upper stories ot tne build- 
ing located at the southeast corner of Eleventh 
and Olive was found. At the landing near the 
top of the steps there is a jog which cuts short 
the view of any curious ones on the street. 
Turning this, the visitor found himseif in the 
front hall of the second floor.

THE BALLET. 


Italy is the home of the ballet, and during 
the sixteenth century had all Europe tor pupiis 
in every nobie Dodily exercise. The origin ot 
mimic dancivg is a little ODscure, and some 
authorities say it arose from the court enter- 
tuinments called mazques,in which royalty par 
tieipaten; others deciare it to have been orig- 
inated by professional dancers. At any rate, 
an Italian named Belgioiso intro- 
duced the ballet in France in 158i, 
when the Duc de Joyeuse was married to u 
sister of Catherine de Medicis. The composer 
was wade First Musician to her Majesty and 
took the name of Beaujoyeux. ‘here was a 
recitation connected with the ballet until the 
middie of the eighteenth century, when the
